Mr. Stassen callea attention to 


the fact that the Communists and 
the Russian government "have not 
permitted a normal flow of machi- 
•s^iery and equipment from the steel 
IPwcrks of Czechoslovakia to west- 


ern Europe and have obstructed the 
movement of materials 
between 


Eastern and western Europe and 
Eastern and western Germany.

rope. 


It should not be forgotten that 


the secretary of stale's original 
proposal for European 
recovery 


took in Russia and the eastern Eu- 
ropean slates as well as the .10 na- 
tions that finally accepted it. One 
objective was, and evidently still 
is, to hasten the return of normal 
trade throughout Europe. It stands 
to reason that the quicker this ob- 
jective can be reached the less the 
.-^Marshall plan will cost, and the 
wiess chance there will be of iis 
failure. 


The members of Congress who 


favor Mr. Stassen's suggestion and 
who also favor the greatest possi- 
ble economy in the program of 
European aid might consider such 
factors as the relative cost of pro- 
viding and transporting American 
machinery and Czech machinery, 
American and Polish coal. 


It can be argued, on the other 


hand, that the-Russian satellites, 
especially Czechoslovakia and Po- 
Ij^land, must export in order to live. 


The Soviet government might ha- 
ve to permit them to trade how- 
ever much it disliked the idea, in 
order lo retain what support it has

Jerusalem, Jan. R —(/P)—Gunfire 


sounded almost constantly in Jeru- 
salem today as 1.500 beleaguered 
Jews in the old city 
kept 
up 
a 


sniper's duel with 
numerically su- 


perior Arab riflemen. 


Arab 
sources 
meanwhile 
re- 


ported that Hagana 
machinegun- 
iiers had made dawn attacks 
on 


two Arab villages on the outskirts 
of Jerusalem but had been beat- 
en off by the villagers. Casualties 
in these engagements remained un- 
known, but il was believed 
they

The New York state CIO's condem- 
nation 
of

didacy of Henry A. Wallace was 
viewed in political circles here io- 
dav as a "break" for both Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey and President 
Truman. 


Through its executive board, the 


state CIO adopted a resolution last 
night terming "irresponsible" the 
action of Wallace and his support- 
ers in launching a third party move 
ment. The Marshall plan was en- 
dorsed in another resolution 


The CIO board urged CIO unions 


affiliated with the American Labor 
Party to withdraw their 
support 


from the party if it "persists" in 
backing Wallace. 


When 
Wallace 
announced 
his 


candidacy, at the head of a third 
party, it was widely predicted he 
would .damage Dcwcy's chance of 
winning the Reoublican presiden- 
tial nomination. The reasoning went 
thus: 


Wallace would have ALP support 


with its normal 
complement of 


approximately a half-million votes, 
all in pivotal New York state. This 
would be enough to defeat Truman 
here no matter whom the Republi- 
cans nominated. 
Therefore 
the 
GOP would not feel 
it 
had 
to 


choose Dewey in order to stand the 
best chance of swinging the state 
into the Republican column. 


But the action of the CIO execu- 


tive board, in the opinion of politi- 
cal analysts here, will cut deeply 
into the

strength and leave the party

less effective as a balance of power

be increased by 12,000 men and the 
manpower of the National Guard 
is lo be boosted to 50.000 men. Pre-

nounced last night. • 


The decision, he said, constitutes 
a reply to the help 
given 
Com- 


munist rebels by Greece's neigh- 
bors and is intended to encourage 
those who defended and liberated 
Konitsa in the last week of 
the 


old year. The announcement 
was 


issued after Sophoulis conferred for 
two hours with Dwight

wold, h-.-ad of the American

mission to Greece. 


By 
strengthening 
the national 


guard, Sophoulis said, the 
army 


will be freed of guard duties and 
enabled to pursue and attack the

At the same time, the U.S. State 


Department announced in Washing-

The equipment, surplus to Brit- 
ish needs, already is in Greece,

Another young German, full of 
ecstasy for Hitler, told me of the 
wonderful economic gains Germany 
hnd made under him. 


"We have no more unemploy- 
ment," ho .said. "Hitler has put the 
nation to work, building 
guns,

"For what?" I asked him. 
"To 
relieve 
unemployment, of 
course."
